Haitian Rebels Take Major City 


CAP-HAITIEN, HAITI I Rebels captured Haiti’s 
second-largest city with little resistance 
Sunday, claiming Cap-Haitien as their 
biggest prize in a two -week uprising that 
has driven government forces from half 
the country. 

The fighters fired celebratory rounds as 
people looted and torched the police station 
and other buildings, leaving a pall of black 
smoke hanging over the city. Rebels said their 
force of about 200 only really fought at the 


airport, where they said eight people were 
killed in fighting with militant civilians loyal 
to President Jean-Bertrand Aristide. 

Thousands shouting “Aristide fini!” 
— Aristide is finished — marched along 
with about 40 rebels in commandeered 
cars. Aristide, wildly popular when he 
became Haiti’s first freely elected leader 
in 1990, has lost support since flawed leg-

Entry into presidential field 
revives ill will over 2000 role 

WASHINGTON I Consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader announced Sunday he is running 
again for president, this time as an inde- 
pendent, and rejected claims that a long- 
shot candidacy would merely siphon enough 
votes from the Democrats to ensure President 
Bush’s re-election. 

But Nader’s decision was greeted with a 
chorus of condemnation from Democrats, 
longtime friends and former support- 
ers who blame his 2000 
Green Party candidacy 
for A1 Gore’s loss. 

In getting into the White 
House sweepstakes, Nader 
declared that Washington 
has become “corporate 
occupied territory” and he 
accused both Democrats 
and Republicans of being dominated by cor- 
porate lobbyists who “care little” about the 
needs of ordinary Americans. “It’s a question 
between both parties flunking,” Nader said 
on NBC’s “Meet the Press.” 

Nader said he will mount a national 
campaign as an independent to highlight 
issues he claims the major parties are ignor- 
ing, including universal health care, rising 
poverty and environmental concerns. 

Democratic National Committee chairman 
Terry McAuliffe, who personally urged Nader 
not to run, called the decision “unfortunate.” 

“You know, he’s had a whole distinguished 
career, fighting for working families,” McAuliffe 
said on CBS’s “Face the Nation.” “I would hate 
to see part of his legacy being that he got us 
eight years of George Bush.” sam hananel (ap)

ELECTION 2004 | George W. Bush’s 
presidential campaign told John 
Kerry it “does not condone” any 
effort to impugn his patriotism 
but asserted that the senator’s 
voting record on national security 
and defense issues is a valid target 
of political scrutiny. 

Responding Sunday to a letter 
in which Kerry accused President 
Bush of using surrogates to attack 
his military service in Vietnam 
and his subsequent opposition to 
the war.

Personal data analysis 
persists despite end to 
controversial program 

WASHINGTON | Despite an outcry over 
privacy implications, the government 
is pressing ahead with research to 
create powerful tools to mine mil- 
lions of public and private records 
for information about terrorists. 

Congress last year eliminated a 
Pentagon office that had been devel- 
oping this terrorist-tracking technol- 
ogy because of fears it might ensnare 
innocent Americans. 

Still, some projects from retired 
Adm. John Poindexter’s Total 
Information Awareness effort 


were transferred to U.S. intelli- 
gence offices, congressional, fed- 
eral and research officials told The 
Associated Press. 

In addition. Congress left 
undisturbed a separate but sim- 
ilar $64 million research pro- 
gram run by a little -known office 
called the Advanced Research and 
Development Activity, or ARDA, 
that has used some of the same 
researchers as Poindexter’s program. 

“The whole congressional action 
looks like a shell game,” said Steve 
Aftergood of the Federation of 
American Scientists, which tracks 
work by U.S. intelligence agencies. 
“There maybe enough of a difference 
for them to claim TIA was terminat- 


ed while for all practical purposes 
the identical work is continuing.” 

ARDA said it has given research- 
ers no government or private data 
and obeys privacy laws. 

Their data analysis project is part 
of its effort “to help the nation avoid 
strategic surprise ... events critical 
to national security ... such as those 
of Sept. 11, 2001,” the office said. 

The Poindexter and ARDA 
projects are vastly more powerful 
than other data-mining projects 
such as the Homeland Security 
Department’s CAPPS II program 
to classify air travelers or the six- 
state, Matrix anti- crime system 
financed by the Justice Department.

Governors Seek Bush Plan for Guard 


WASHINGTON | Governors wor- 
ried about increasing demands on 
National Guard units want to hear 
from the Bush administration about 
its long-term strategy in the fight 
against terrorism. 

State leaders raised their con- 
cerns in a private meeting with the 
top Guard general and Homeland 
Security chief Tom Ridge. 

“It’s not that we’re not supportive 
of the war on terrorism and the war 
in Iraq,” said Republican Gov. Mike 


Huckabee of Arkansas. “We have to 
kind of step back and rethink the 
whole picture.” 

Guard and Reserve soldiers make 
up about 22 percent of the forces in 
Iraq. That level is expected to rise to 
nearly 40 percent as a result of force 
rotations in the coming months. 

The governors, who are hop- 
ing to hear about this issue when 
they meet with President Bush on 
Monday, were attending a White 
House dinner Sunday night. 


The military demands in Iraq 
and Afghanistan give governors, 
who technically are commanders in 
chief of their state units, a heightened 
interest in U.S. foreign policy. The 
reliance on the part-time soldiers will 
have a ripple effect, governors said. 

The part-time soldiers are brought 
under federal control for missions 
such as those in Afghanistan 
and Iraq. There are roughly 
500,000 members of the Guard.

Rebels take key eity, aim for Port-au-Prinee 


CAP-HAITIEN, HAITI | Rebels in Haiti 
captured the country’s second-larg- 
est city on Sunday setting off trem- 
ors of panic in the capital city of 
Port-au-Prince. 

“We came in today and we took 
Cap-Haitien, tomorrow we take 
Port-au-Prince,” boasted Lucien 
Estime, 19, who joined the popu- 
lar rebellion from a hamlet south 
of Cap-Haitien. “Our mission is to 
liberate Haiti.” 

Rebel leader Guy Philippe had 
vowed to take Cap-Haitien and 
Port-au-Prince before Carnival 
festivities end Tuesday night. He 
said rebels hidden in Port-au-Prince 
were poised to attack. 

On the highway leading north 
from Port-au-Prince, support- 
ers of embattled President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide set up flaming 
barricades Sunday to block the 


way. Sources close to the govern- 
ment told The Associated Press that 
several Cabinet ministers were ask- 
ing friends for places to hide. The 
United States and Mexico have 
urged its citizens to leave Haiti. 

The United States, which blames 
Aristide for the crisis, has made 
clear it has no appetite for a new 
military adventure in Haiti. Instead, 
diplomats on Saturday presented a 
U.S. -backed peace plan in which 
Aristide would remain president 
with diminished powers, sharing 
with political rivals a government 
that would organize elections. 

Aristide accepted the plan. It was 
resisted by the opposition coalition 
Democratic Platform, which says 
any plan must include Aristide’s res- 
ignation. The opposition has said it 
will respond formally to the plan by 
5 p.m. Monday, paisley dodds (ap)

CAMP ARIFJAN, KUWAIT I A quar- 
ter-million soldiers — all but a few 
of them Americans — are within 
weeks of passing through this desert 
kingdom on their way to or from the 
war in neighboring Iraq, the larg- 
est such rotation of U.S. forces in 
history, according to military plan- 
ners overseeing the project. 

About 130,000 U.S. soldiers in 
Iraq will go home and 110,000 will 
take their places for about a year, in 
Operation Iraqi Freedom 2. By the 
time the rotation finishes in May, 
the Pentagon will have shipped 
nearly 450,000 tons of equipment 
to the Iraqi theater and sent home 
even more — 700,000 tons.

Iran’s Hard-Liners 
Top Disputed Vote 


Reformers boycott 
parliamentary elections 
after candidates barred 

TEHRAN, IRAN I The profile of Iran’s 
new parliament took shape Sunday, 
with an outcome that the opposition 
had said was all but preordained: a 
hard-line core, even in the liberal 
bastion of Tehran. 

There were fewer women and 
apparent gains for lawmakers with 
atomic science backgrounds. One 
conservative said the new parlia- 
ment may try to play a more promi- 
nent role in foreign policy and the 
nuclear sphere as the Islamic state 
confronts suspicions that it is trying 
to develop nuclear weapons. 

The results from the Friday elec- 


tion had been widely expected after 
hard-liners barred more than 2,400 
candidates, many of them reform- 
ers, from participating. Liberals had 
called for a nationwide voting boy- 
cott of the election. 

Turnout appeared to hover 
at around 50 percent. Interior 
Ministry sources said on condi- 
tion of anonymity. More than 67 
percent of voters turned out in the 
last parliament elections in 2000 
in a pro -reform landslide. 

The conservative bloc had won 
at least 135 seats in the 290 -mem- 
ber chamber, according to Interior 
Ministry figures. Reformers and 
self- described independents had 
about 65 seats overall. The final 
tally was not expected until at 
least Monday, brian murphy (ap)

Rebels Torch Uganda Camp; 192 Dead 


KAMPALA, UGANDA | Scores of armed 
rebels attacked a refugee camp in 
northern Uganda and torched huts, 
killing 192 people and wounding 
dozens, a local official said Sunday. 

Saturday’s attack in Lira dis- 
trict was one of the worst in years 
by the Lord’s Resistance Army, a 
shadowy group that has been fight- 
ing the government for 17 years. 


The camp was home to about 5,000 
people displaced by the insurgency, 
which has forced more than 1 mil- 
lion people to flee their homes. 

It was not possible to contact 
the Lord’s Resistance Army, which 
rarely makes contact with the out- 
side world. It is on the U.S. list of 
organizations suspected of having 
links to terrorism, (ap)

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A Beatles/Jay-Z 
‘mash-up’ rattles 
the record industry 

M U S I C I For record producer Danger 
Mouse, it was perfectly natural to 
combine the vocals from rapper 
Jay-Z’s “The Black Album” with 
the music of the Beatles’ “White 
Album.” The result, naturally, was 
“The Grey Album,” and it has become 
an underground sensation since it 
surfaced in late January. 

For the giant record label EMI 
Music, it was equally natural to send 
a cease-and-desist order to the Los 
Angeles -based artist and to outlets 
selling the work. 

The unexpected attention 
accorded “The Grey Album” prob- 
ably contributed to its suppression. 
After all, mouse -wielding produc- 
ers have been creating “mash-ups” 
— a mix of one record’s vocals with 
another’s instrumentals — for at 
least a decade on an underground 
level. No clearances, low profile, 
no problem. 

Danger Mouse, whose real 
name is Brian Burton, tried to 
keep things similarly unassuming 
with “The Grey Album,” pressing 
only a few thousand CDs and giv-

ing most of them away. 

But when CNN and MTV publi- 
cized the project, the game was up. 

“The Beatles just don’t do it, they 
don’t grant clearances for anything,” 
Burton, 26, said. “That’s what I was 
told by enough people on the inside, 
so I didn’t chase it up. 

“I took it into my own hands and 
I just did it ... I’m not trying to take 
sales away from anybody. In fact, I 
think it’s getting a lot of people into 
both of these [acts] that might not 
normally do it.” 

At the center of this fuss is an 
audacious tour de force that inge- 
niously weds the biggest rock band 
of all time with one of today’s big- 
gest stars. Over careful listening, 
the mix of Jay-Z’s raps with the 
sounds of “The White Album” — 
painstakingly deconstructed and 
reassembled into altered forms of 
the familiar strains — becomes a 
merger of equals, Brooklyn boasts 
and Liverpool lilt forming a bond 
that’s entirely, well, natural. 

This isn’t the first time Burton 
has matched hip-hop with the 
Beatles. When he was attend- 
ing the University of Georgia in 
the indie-rock mecca of Athens, 
he would mash rappers and rock 
bands and make copies to sell in 
stores or at his DJ shows. 

“I wanted to be a catalyst for 
people putting different genres 
together,” said Burton. “What I 
hate is when you have a rock sec- 
tion of reviews and then a hip- 
hop section. It’s so disrespectful.”

His Grammy-winning “Obri- 
gado Brazil” was released just last 
July, and now barely half a year 
later, we have a sequel, “Obrigado 
Brazil Live in Concert” (Sony 
Classical). 


The disc is taken from a concert 
given last fall at the new Zankel 
Hall, underneath Carnegie Hall 
in New York. 

As with the first disc, Ma cheer- 
fully samples a wide assortment 
of Brazilian music, assisted by a 
crackerjack ensemble of artists 
that includes, among others, the 
spectacular Brazilian guitarists

the Assad brwothers, the Cuban 
composer/clarinetist Paquita 
D’Rivera, the versatile singer Rosa 
Passos and ever-pliable English pia- 
nist Kathryn Stott. 

Only four or five of the 14 num- 
bers here were on the first disc, 
but the principle is the same: If it 
sounds good, do it. 

Thus, we have the relative for- 
mality of Astor Piazzolla’s “Tango 
Suite” just a few tracks away from 
Antonio Carlos Jobim’s bouncy 
and ingenious Latin pop aria, “The 
Waters of March,” or as it’s known to 


the locals, “Aguas de Marco.” 

And so forth. 

There are some classical purists 
who don’t believe that an artist like 
Ma should stretch into “world” or 
“ethnic” music. 

But this project does not need its 
honor or its legitimacy defended. 
The globalization of Western music 
and the fluidity of cultures has 
already marginalized these com- 
plainers, of which fact “Obrigado 
Brazil Live” is compelling evidence.

Couples Troubles 


Cautious managers 
are getting tougher 
on office sweethearts 

WORKPLACE I Office romance is 
under fire. Long a legal concern 
because of fears of sexual-harass- 
ment charges, employee love affairs 
are drawing mounting scrutiny as a 
threat to productivity as well. 

A flurry of studies on workplace 
romance, plus a growing number of 
online polls, reflect mounting inter- 
est. Two studies by the Society for 
Human Resource Management 
show bosses taking an increasing- 
ly punitive stance. More than half, 
or 55 percent, of 558 companies in a 
2001 survey said an employee who 
mismanaged an office romance 
would be transferred, up from 42 
percent in 1998. And 35 percent 
said employees involved in office 
romances could be fired, up from 
27 percent in 1998. 

Legal battles over the issue 
are surfacing in the courts. 
Robert Barbee, a former nation- 
al sales manager for Household 
Automotive Finance Corp., sued the 
company in California state court 
after he was fired for dating Melanie 
Tomita, a salesperson there. Barbee 
didn’t directly supervise Tomita and 



worked in a different location. 

In November, however, a 
California appeals court sided with 
management, whose lawyers argued 
the relationship created a poten- 
tial conflict of interest. (Barbee has 
since married Tomita.) 

So far, few companies offer 
explicit guidelines on office dating, 
preferring less -formal oversight. 
Only 12 percent of 391 companies 
surveyed last year by the American 
Management Association have writ- 
ten policies on the issue. Of those, 
most merely prohibit managers 
from dating subordinates. 

Management scrutiny of office 
affairs seems certain to grow. 
Today’s productivity- driven 
workplaces afford no room for 
distractions like office romance. 
Also, love at the office is becom- 
ing so common that managers 
can’t afford to ignore it. A poll of 
1,000 workers last year by Vault 
Inc. found 47 percent had had 
an office romance — and an 
additional 19 percent would like 
to if given the opportunity, sue

What immediate impact will the 
signing of Brunell have on the 
Redskins, especially in conjunction 
with the tagging of Champ Bailey? 

I don’t think it will make much, 
if any, immediate impact on the 
Redskins’ other plans. They were 
planning to get Brunell and they did. 
They have enough salary cap space 
— especially with the cap being set 
a little higher this week than anyone 
expected — to keep the franchise 
tag on Champ Bailey for a while and 
shop him around, and also do other 
things in free agency. 

I think Patrick Ramsey is the long- 
range answer to the Redskins’ QB 
situation. How do we keep him happy 
as a non-starter for two years? 

This is the way of the NFL, and 
Patrick Ramsey will have to live 
with it. He is under contract. He 
cannot make the Redskins trade 
him. He would be smart to just live 
with it and come in and compete 
as hard as he can and as well as he 
can for the job. 

I believe coach Joe Gibbs will 
lean toward starting Brunell 
because he always has favored vet- 
eran quarterbacks over young ones, 
but I don’t think anything has been 
promised. And Ramsey has time on 
his side — he is 10 years younger, 
and remains the Redskins’ quar- 
terback of the future. 

Has Ramsey alienated coach Gibbs 
with his complaining that he should, 
in effect, be exempt from competing 
for his starting position? 

I think that can be fixed. All 
Ramsey has to do is come into the 
offseason camps and not make 
waves — just show he’s healthy 
and trying to win the job. I don’t 
believe there’s any permanent dam- 
age at this point.
